The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the rotation" in line 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. In claim 2 there is lack of antecedent 
basis for "the corner".

Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tashman et

Tashman shows a circulating type food and drink conveyor having a plurality of 
plates16 located on a link chain 52 and a traveling lane 34 which is a u-shaped receiver. 
Re claim 2, shown is a chain driving section. 
Re claim 3, the chain units all have the same structure. 
Re claim 4, the chain units may separate from the plates. 
Re claim 5, see Figure 6. 
Re claim 6, the chain rotates around hinges.
